"I consider it a most worthy cause, and wish the Society success in this 
important endeavor." 

"I fully appreciate the opportunities for usefulness the establishment of 
these fellowships means for the Society." 

"Your plan is excellent, and meets my hearty approval." 

"I am glad to have the privilege of contributing." 

"I enclose my check, but I do not think the plan worthwhile. The amount 
you ask for is too small for our dignity." 

"I enclose my check. I would be glad to know where I can secure the 
emblem of the Society, as I lost mine some years ago." 

"I am glad to cooperate. Why not make this contribution compulsory by 
the adoption of annual dues? I think it would be beneficial to the Society if 
every member was compelled to pay annual dues of two dollars." 

"I am glad to have a part in such an important movement." 

"I hope that responses will be so prompt that the fellowships may be 
granted in the immediate future." 

"The Sigma Xi Fellowship idea is the best thing the Society has ever 
done." 

"Ever since my election to the Society, I have felt that the Society has 
not been doing enough to justify its existence, and am glad that now a 
beginning of good work has materialized." 

"Can you arrange a plan whereby one could pay fifty dollars in a lump 
sum instead of two dollars a year? Such a plan would suit me better than 
the annual fee." 

"You may be assured of my support which I may be able to give in the 
matter, as I think the idea is an excellent one." 

"I only regret that I am able to respond with only the modest contribution 
asked for. It is with genuine pleasure that I indicate in this small way my 
support of the project."

"I am perfectly willing to put up two dollars for this worthy purpose, 
but the faculty of my college did not see fit to honor me with membership in 
Sigma Xi at my graduation. My own lack of effort is to blame for this lack 
of judgment on the part of the faculty. I appreciate the compliment of being 
asked to contribute, and am enclosing my check. Speaking in an entirely 
jocular vein, if I could secure membership to Sigma Xi for this sum, I think 
it would be well worth the money." 

"I am heartily in favor of the plan, having myself suggested something of 
the same idea at the time I was initiated (1917), without receiving favorable 
response. There are so many who are willing to help the cause of research, 
but who cannot contribute large amounts, that the opportunity to further the 
research movement by small contributions will be heartily welcomed."
